I have examin’d this A& more clofely than I 
fhall the following three; for as a Repetition of 4b- 
furdities and Ineonfiftencies of the fame Sort, would 
require Kemarks more critical than entertaining, this 
one A& will ferve for a Specimen of the reeft, which 
are writtcn in the fame Manner, and, like too many 
of our Dramatick Writers, you are far trom excelling 
ia the two lait Aéts; an excellent Reafon, as was 
well urged by a modern Poet, for withing many of 
our Tragedies confifled only of three.—- Whar I 
add will be more with a View to the general Condu& 
of the whole, than particular Phrafes, &c. lett my 
Readers Attention, and my own Patience, fheuld leave 
my Task unread, and unhoifhed. 

The Account of Laertes being faved by Guffavus is 
forced, and told at a Time when the Attention of the 
Perfons prefent muft be roo ftrongly bent toward the 
Delivery of their Country, to liften to a private Tale: 
And the Story of Arvida’s Treachery employs toe 
much Space for an Incident no Way conducive to 
your main Plot, though the Conclufion of that Scene

Your rh, Chriftina and Mariana into the Ficld 
of Battle (Act V ) isa rare Inftance ; and the King’s 
Flight, aud Minifter’s Chaftifem:nr, are conducted 
with the fame Propriety ;=——but having lictle more 
than a Battle left for the Jaf 4&4, ‘tis no wonder to 
find you téaze drvida with De/paiy and Death, incon- 
fiftent with his Charaéter, to‘employ the Eyes of your

Thus, Sir, I bave finitfh’d the Task I affign’d my- 
felf at prefent, I hope more to your Approbation than 
Diflike; for, fo tavourable bave I been on Account 
of your being a Novice in this Kind of Writing, thar, 
if you are Maftcer of any Judgment, above what 
eppears io this Play, you will jofm wirh the Saying 
of fome Authors of Reputation, That for every one 
fault I have vemark'd, you «culd point me out ten.---- 
A pevje Tragedy is a ‘Task few are equal to, which, 
in the Eye of Men of generous Sentiments, intitles 
the Author of every tolerable Attempt to fome Indul 
gerce; but, what from the il] Choice of your Hero, 
your Difregard of the Rules objerved by all pood Writers, 
and Incapacity ot /upplying better of your own; your 
Mant of Imagination on one Hand, and of Language 
on'the.other, you have fallen fo far beneath the 
common Rank of our modern Tragick Effays, that had 
Pe patiently fubmicted to a Fate that better Authors 

ave long ago borne, thefe Remarks would have 
b-en juftly efcem'd unneceffary ; but as, without one 
Qualification ef a Dramatick Poet, (defide an Opinion 
of your own Capacity) you have not only ventured 
to write a Play, but loudly and publickly to complain 
of all who dare to difapprove of it, the Attention
